Report of the Board of Education. 


Again we are called to give our annual report of the 
condition of our schools during the past year, and would 
_ say that it will differ somewhat from those of previous 
years. We think that our schools have improved much 
during the year in order and general deportment. The 
work in the schoolroom has proceeded under ordi- 
narily favorable conditions during the past year. But’ 
our schools are of first importance and should have all 
the care and encouragement which the town can give; 
they should be the last to suffer for lack of money or 
means. 

As atrule we know our teachers have labored with 
conscientious diligence and faithfulness. Let us then 
be patient and sustain our teachers in their efforts to 
perform faithfully their duties. 

Our teachers—The tree is known by its fruit. What 
we have said about our schools shows that we have had 
good teachers. 

We desire to again call the attention of parents and 
citizens to the necessity of more frequently visiting the 
schools. By no means can we so well show our interest 
in our school and encourage the pupils as by our pres- 
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ence. Nor can we by any other means so well acquaint 
ourselves with the teacher’s methods and realize her 
perplexities and trials. 

Sickness of the pupils has in one or more instances 
interrupted the school work and is well known of the 
winter term of school-in both districts. 

Spring term in District No. 1 was taught by Alice G. 
Adams of Boscawen, N. H., a graduate from the Nor- 
mal school. Miss Adams ranks as one of our best 
teachers and her reputation was well sustained. The 
school was in every respect a success., She was re- 
tained for the fall and winter terms which closed the 
eighteenth of February. 

Spring term in District No. 3 was taught by Sarah 
Littlefield of Prospect, Me., a graduate of the Normal 
school of Maine. Miss Littlefield is a pleasant and 
faithful teacher. She gained the good will of both 
parents and scholars and a successful school was the re- 
sult. She was retained for the fall and winter terms 
which clossd the sixteenth of February.

Report of the Trustees of the Free Public Library. 


The board of library trustees hereby respectfully 
submits their annual report. 

At the beginning of the year the board of trustees 
was: organized by the choice of J. P. Newell as chair- 
man and treasurer, and Mrs. Jennie F. Center as libra- 
rian and secretary. 

During the past year the library has been open for 
the loaning and receiving of books every Saturday 
afternoon from 3 until 5 o’clock. 

Year by year the library is growing in interest and 
value, and is much enjoyed by our citizens. Since the 
report last year 79 volumes have been added to the 
library by the trustees, making the whole number of 
volumes at the present time, 788. The number of vol- 
umes including magazines loaned, is 1196. 

An arrangement has been made by our board with 
the State librarian, by which books from the State 
library may be loaned to citizens of Litchfield, the bor-_ 
rower to pay the expenses for transportation. 

During the past year the Century and Cosmopolitan 
Magazines have been donated to the library by the 
Ladies’ Social Circle, the Review of Reviews by Rev. 


J. P. Newell, and McClure’s Magazine by Mrs. J. F. 
Center.
